Note (A.) -Deductions made at the Treasury on these Salaries. The present Salary 
of 900!., producing to the Inspector General 8681 . 8 s. each. 



Note (B.) By the Prison Act (section (, 6) an allowance is made of aof. a year by each 
County, &c. on delivery of the Inspector General’s Report upon the Prison and Lunatic 
Asylums which the County contains. This allowance is not returned as an emolument, 
but ia considered as a set-off against expense incurred ; the total allowance amounts to 
380 l. in the year. The expenses to set off are, 

1. Travelling. Averaged at 2,486 miles for the circuit of one Inspector General 
within the year, including occasional long delays in towns, and often at the 
expensive period of the assizes. This tour rated at 2 s. a mile (including 
expense of living) amounts to about 250 1, at 2s. 6 d. per mile (not an un- 
reasonable estimate with a post-chaise and servant) to upwards of 300/. per 
annum. 

N- 2,486 miles is taken from a diary regularly kept and averaged from 
the last four years ; the north and south districts being taken alternately. 
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2. An Office. None being allowed. 

3. Salary to a Clerk. Who keeps the Convict Returns from the different Counties, 

and makes all entries thereof at the castle. 

4. Stationery. All stationery for the office is supplied by the Inspectors General, 

together with some printing, which is paid for by the Inspectors General. 

5. Postage. The penny-postage cannot be averaged at less than ten letters per day, 

beside which (notwithstanding the privilege allowed) a considerable number 
of letters are charged, and the expense of postage on tours is daily incurred; 
this may be rated at 30/. a year at least. 

Note (C.) Printing. These sums annually charged by the King’s Printer under the 
head of Inspectors General of Prisons, and authenticated by them in his account, have 
in fact no connexion whatever with their office. The comparatively high amount of 
these annual bills from 182a to 1829 is to be attributed to the expense inseparable from 
the new modelling of an extensive department, and which cannot occur again. The 
heaviest items being the printing of Regulations for the government of the different De- 
partments; viz. The County Gaols, Four Courts Marshalsea, Richmond Penitentiary, &c. 8cc. 
and also for the publication of the Summary Criminal Statements made to Parliament, 
and including seven years in each. 

This subject underwent inquiry in October 1829, when it was ascertained that future 
expenses of printing under the Prison Act would not amount to 30/. a year; the prin- 
cipal item which forms that sum is the very important record called the Quarterly 
Return of Bridewells, required by the 95th section of the Prison Act.
